In  a  deed  of  Sept.  13, 
1763,  Gilbord  is  moving  from  Mt.  Sinai  and  transfers 
property  to  his  cousin,  Silas.  If  Gilbord  moved  to 
Hauppauge  would  this  have  been  the  500-acre  farm 
which  Phineas,  Sr.,  had?  Prior  to  1912,  a  Mr.  A.  0. 
Holland  bought  the  old  Davis  homestead  in  Hauppauge 
from  House  &  Home  Company.  Could  a  search  or 
abstract  of  title  throw  some  light  on  the  past 
ownership?  Perhaps  someone,  sometime  will  be 
fortunate  to  supply  the  answers.

In  a  letter  of  1912  to  Miss  Orra  Mott,  now  de¬ 
ceased,  my  father  writes: 

"It  seems  that  in  '75  Phineas  with  his  family 
set  off  to  attend  a  general  muster  and  in  his  absence 
his  home  and  buildings  took  fire  and  burn't.  All 
the  Davis  records  were  destroyed.  I  do  not  see 
Phineas1  name  in  the  List  of  Minute  i>.en.  I  suppose 
this  catas trophy  handicapped  him  too  much  and  he 
could  not  enlist.  He  is  said  to  have  had  many 
children. 

"Here  (Hauppauge)  Phineas  had  a  farm  of  over 
500  acres  (how  much  more  I  do  not  know)  but  Merrit 
had  a  farm  of  this  size  from  his  father,  so  I  am 
told.  As  Merrit  had  brothers  and  sisters,  it  is 
not  likely  that  Merrit  got  all  his  father's  property. 
I  know  that  John  and  James  had  large  adjoining  farms 
to  Jeremiah  and  that  Jeremiah  had  a  farm  of  about  100 
acres.  After  Merrit  died  E3ter  lived  with  Jeromiah 
until  she  died.  I  presume  my  name  comes  from  hers 
as  (L)  Ester.  Ester  is  the  old  and  correct  spelling 
a3  written  in  the  family  records  in  Merrit 's  Bible."

"The  Davis  family  as  far  back  as  I  know  or  so  far 
learned  is  as  follows  -  Merrit  Davis  born  Nov.  9, 

1759  died  Dec.  4,  1814  married  Esther  Whiting  from 
Conn.  She  was  born  Sep.  17,  1758,  died  Apr.  17,  1832. 
They  commenced  married  life  at  E.  Hauppauge  about  1780. 
E.  Hauppauge  at  that  time  was  the  part  where  they 
started  housekeeping,  is  today  woods  with  but  few 
neighbors;  in  fact  Merrit' s  farm  was  situated  at  the 
east  end  of  E.  Hauppauge  and  must  have  been  much  of  a 
wilderness  in  1780.  Within  the  past  few  years  houses 
have  been  built  and  the  land  cleared  near  the  old  farm. 
Now  we  will  suppose  Merrit  and  Esther  were  married  in 
Conn,  and  came  to  E.  Hauppauge  1780.  It  was  in  after 
years,  said  by  one  of  the  sons,  that  his  mother  was 
deceived  in  regard  to  the  home  he  brought  her  to,  and 
I  can  but  think  such  to  be  the  case,  for  the  house  was 
small  a..J  in  the  woods,  and  to  me,  it  would  seem  that 
this  discouragement  would  be  her  first  feeling  when  sne 
saw  the  place  that  was  to  be  her  home.  But  there  she 
was  and  the  only  way  sne  could  return  to  her  home  in 
Conn,  was  by  the  stage  coach,  on  the  north  and  south 


sides  of  Long  Island  and  which  went  from  the  East  end 
through  to  Brooklyn  once  a  day;  now  if  she  had  such  a 
thought  as  returning  to  her  home  in  Conn,  she  would  be 
obliged  to  walk  about  6  miles  unless  kerrit  was  willing 
to  take  her  to  the  stage  in  his  w agon.  Hov/ever  she 
remained  and  raised  a  large  family  of  children.  ’The 
Deceived  and  the  Deceiver  are  His  Job  XII-1S.  ’  Nov/  as 
to  hov/  great  the  deception  was  and  how  much  displeasure 
it  causea  Esther  I  know  not.  I  hope  there  was  nothing 
more  than  what  they  could  repent  of  and  that  their 
sleep  may  be  sweet;  as  to  their  resting  place,  I  know 
not;  doubtless  they  rest  in  some  part  of  Hauppauge  in 
an  unmarked  grave.  But  the  Lord  knoweth  w here  they  are 
and  if  when  the  rignteous  are  gathered  in,  they  should 
be  found  with  them  and  I  will  certainly  rejoice.  Their 
large  family,  brought  up  in  the  woods,  with  no  church 
nor  school  privilege  seemed  to  have  some  knowledge  to 
right  and  wrong  and  some  regard  to  the  Bible  and  its 
precepts;  perhaps  the  Lother  taught  them  a  little  and 
perhaps  the  father  may  have  added  a  little  and  perhaps 
the  wives  of  the  men  taught  them  some.  I  think  that 
was  the  case  with  Jeremiah  at  least.  The  names  of  the 
Davis  family  at  the  time  of  their  birth  was  given  to 
me  by  Amanda  Vanderveer,  Setauket,  she  being  one  of 
the  great  granddaughters  of  Ester  and  merrit. 
kerrit  owned  100  acres,  one  mile  n.  of  kiddle  River 
near  head  of  Connetquot  Brook;  gx*ew  rye,  corn,  etc.

Esther  in  middle  age  went  to  Conn,  her  old  home  - 
rode  horseback  up  the  mountains  -  returned  to  East  Mt. 
Pleasant  with.  Jeremiah.  One  time  the  cream  v/ould  not 
come  in  the  churn  and  it  was  thought  witches  were  in 
the  cream.  Esther  heated  an  iron  and  put  it  in  the 
churn  and  the  cream  came  -  the  witches  being  driven 
away  by  the  heat.  In  the  year  1656  my  mother  Emeline 
Wilson  Wood  and  Jeremiah  Davis  were  married  by  Rev. 

Mr.  Conkling  and  in  the  spring  of  the  year  I  went 
from  Cutchague  where  I  had  spent  the  winter  with  Uncle 
Miller  Wood,  Aunt  Ruby,  Cousin  Hannah,  Cousin  Henry  to 
the  home  of  Jeremiah  Davis  at  E.  Hauppauge .  Hoy/  v/ell 
do  I  remember  my  bright  sister  Mary  and  how  she  used 
to  like  to  look  on  the  comick  side  of  life.  A  blessed 
sister  but  like  most  of  us  mortals  appreciated  only 
v/hen  she  had  passed  away.  She  was  to  be  married  to 
John  Davis  but  in  his  voyage  to  the  South  which  proved 
to  be  his  last  he  v/as  lost  at  sea  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  Oct.  1S61;  she  married  Clarence  Erown  in  1869.

Another  original  deed  made  Mar,  16,  1815,  with  his 
nephew,  Jesse,  for  a  tract  of  50  acres,  "die  hundred 
twenty-five  dollars  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  North  America”  Bounded  Nicolls  path,  Thoma 
Hallicock  and  Merrit  Davis.

The  subject  of  Litigation  in  the  Supreme  Court 
She  Left  Minute  Directions  for  Her  Burial  as 
Became  a  .,'oman  who  claimed  to  be  a  French 
Noblewoman 


William  M.  Davis,  a  nephew,  and  Catherine  E.  Benham, 
a  niece  of  Catherine  E.  de  Baniricourt,  who  died  at  her 
residence  on  Van  Buren  street,  near  Sumner  Avenue,  on 
April  1,  1801,  are  now  seeking  in  the  Supreme  Court  to 
recover  about  V;S,500  out  of  her  estate.  She  left  a  will 
which  was  admitted  to  probate.  The  nephew  and  niece  are 
seeking  to  recover  on  the  ground  that  a  trust  which  was 
sought  to  be  created  by  the  will  is  void,  the  money 
forming  her  residuary  estate  having  been  devised  to  a 
Home  for  the  blind,  which  the  Mrs,  Vaudricourt  believed 
was  about  to  be  established  in  Brooklyn  at  the  time  she 
made  the  will.  No  Home  for  the  blind  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  and  no  one  seems  to  know  anything  about  the  matter. 
It  is  supposed  by  her  relatives  that  the  testatrix  who, 
during  her  latter  years,  was  totally  blind  had  been 
drawn  into  some  scheme  for  the  es tablishment  of  such  an 
institution. 


During  her  lifetime  she  always  claimed  to  be  the 
wife  of  the  Count  de  Vaudricourt,  who  many  years  ago 
was  the  representative  from  the  French  nation  at 
Washington.

RELATIVE  TO  AUGUSTUS  DE  VAUDRICOURT 


My  knowledge  of  Augustus  comes  only  through  letters 
he  wrote  to  his  wife  whom  he  called  Elmore,  sometimes 
•’i-orry. 11  These  letters  were  given  to  my  father,  Lester  R. 
Davis,  by  Amanda  Holmes. 

Jan.  23,  1842,  a  brief  letter  begging  Elmore  to  join 
him  in  rhila.  Another  undated  letter,  again  brief,  pleads 
for  her  whereabouts.  As  of  May  7,  1843,  written  from 
A . 1 .  to  Elmore  in  rhila.  mentions  being  with  Aunt  Annah 
(Merrit’s  daughter?)  and  Mrs.  nockv/eli  and  asks  regarding 
the  welfare  of  his  child,  Ernestine.  Under  date  of 
Sept.  1843,  "3e  it  understood  however  that  we  are  not 
to  be  together,  it  stands  in  your  power  to  decide 
whether  peace  and  happiness  may  be  restored."  He  writes 
of  her  uns ympathetic  nature,  of  her  avarice,  uncontrol¬ 
lable  temper  and  stubbornness.  As  of  May  5,  1847,  he 
writes  ox  a  possible  position  as  a  general  draughtsman's 
for  Bureau  of  Navy  Dept.  A  letter  of  July  8,  1847,  is 
one  of  dejection  apparently  disappointed  in  his  pro¬ 
fession.  a  letter  of  Aug.  8,  1847,  forbids  her  to  go 
" South."  "1  would  enact  from  you  a  formal  and  legal 
separation"  and  asks  her  (if  she  goes  south)  to  return 
a  ,:brest  pin  and.  other  jewley."  Under  date  of  Aug. 

11,  1847,  xiugustus  writes  Elmore  of  her  impulsive 
nature  and  reprimands  her  for  her  reproachful  tone. 

He  fails  to  understand  how  upset  she  is  over  the  news 
of  Abby's  deat.i  (Abigail  nnn  Davis  Schuyler)  "if  my 
memory  serves  me  right*  there  never  was  a  high  degree  of 
affection  in  you  for  her."  Aug.  28,  1847,  "I  have 
received  this  morning  the  good  tidings  of  my  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Eavy  department  and  I  shall  enter  upon  my 
duty  on  the  1st  day  of  September.  f he  rresideht  is  in 
rr.y  favor,  mr.  rolk,  Secretary  Mason  and  i.a*.  Dallas.” 

Sun.  3rd,  1348,  dated  „ash.  D.C.  Augustus  advises  ELmore 
to  leave  Rhila.  and  find  lodgings  for  them  in  I I.'i.C.  as 
"despatches  from  the  Government  compel  me  to  leave  from 
Boston."  Followed  by  a  letter  dated  Oct.  22,  1848,  he 
writes  of  her  visit  to  Stony  Brook,  L.I.,  and  of  his 
positive  departure  for  Europe.  He  wishes  to  make 
satisfactory  arrangements  for  her  and  Ernestine  as  he 
will  be  gone  four  or  five  months,  to  England,  France, 
Russia,  and  Prussia. 

The  last  letter  in  my  possession  is  as  follows: 
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At  Sea  Thursday  Morning 
7  o'clock 


Dearest 


.  .  .  .  Accomodations  very  good,  very  few  passengers 
and  an  excellant  captain.  .  .  .  Cold  but  very  smooth 
sea.  I  need  not  repeat  dearest  Elmore  the  expression 
of  ray  feelings,  my  last  letter  has  already  made  known 
to  you  what  my  heart  dictates,  I  therefore  simply  re¬ 
peat  my  recommendations  relative  to  your  health  and 
to  your  comfort.
